flames that the passengers had barely time to 
rush to the bow and plunge into the water be- 
fore the tire was upon them. To add to the 
horror of the ecene, the weather was intense- 
ly cold, and many who plunged into the river 
were chilled and sunk to rise no more. The 
survivors give but imperfect and conflicting 
reports, 

The boat had been aground for two days, 
and bad unloaded twojgaundred tons of freight 
in order to get over the bar. She was laden 
with 00 tons of general merchandise, in- 
cluding pork and coal oil. Just as the passen- 
gers hed prepared to retire, the alarm of 
raised a general stampede.

From the report of the Quartermaster Gen- 
pte Se the past year a lew facts of interest 
reefYding the indebtedness of Southern rai)- 
road companies to the Government may be 
taken. On the opening of the last fiscal year, 
July lst, ,1860, there was due the United 
States from railroad companies which

Executive orders of August and October, 
1865, $4,704,650 72. During that fiscal year, 
ending June 30, 1870, interest accrued and ex- 
penses ivcurred im prosecution of suits 
amount to $907,692 41. Payments have been 
made of $365, 45; leaving uopaid June 30, 
1870, $4,646,522 68, which reduces the debt 
during the year $58,128 04. In addition to 
the amount received accounts were under ex- 
amination amounting to $26,175 74, exclusive 
of a doubtful account of the Mobile and Ohio 
Rai Company, amounting to 852,266 06, 
which, when fiually adjusted, will further re- 
duce the debt. 

Two companies, the New Orl-ans, Opelou- 
eas and Great Western, aod the Western 
North Carolina, discharged their indebted- 
ness during the year. Other companies have 
materially reduced their indgbtedoess, and to 
such anextent asto justify the belief that 
they will entirely discharge it during the fis- 
cal year ending the 30th of June next

THE TRUTH ABOUT EUGENIE. 


The Latest Days of the Rule of the 
French Regency—Exile Lile in 
England. - 

(From ihe London Observer.] 

As many conflicting rumors bave been cir- 
culated with reference to the course pursued 
by the ex-Empress of the Frenc'’ since her 
arrival in this country we thiok it well to re- 
port the following statement, which comes to 
us from a reliable quarter: ‘‘ibhe last Im- 
perial Council was held at the Tuileries early 
in the morning of the 4th of Sep- 
tember. The Empress announced that 
she had received moocoge in 
cipber from the Emperor confirming the news 
of the currender of the army and the captivity 
of bis Majesty. After an animated discus- 
sion tbe Empress was advised by a member of 
the Council to immediately convoke a meet- 
ing of the officers of the Pagis garrison in the 
court-yard of the palace, to tell them what 
had bkappened, and ask for an assurance of 
their support. The Empress replied that she 
did not doubt the appeal would be loyally 
responded to, but she would not, for the sake 
of the Emperor or the regency of the dynasty, 
eufler a drop of blood to be shed in civil 
strife. 

During her exile her Majesty has strictly 
maintained the same impassive attitude. Ste 
has constantly rejected every proposal to in- 
terfere in the aflairs of France. She has lived 
in canplete privacy, and, eo far from intruding 
hersélf op public a!fentaop, has successfully 
striven to keep her name out of the papers.

A Werd to the Wise. 

We are given to understand, by the as- 
surances of friends who are solicitous only 
about our intereet, who in point of tact 
do uothing but consider our weliare, that, 
if we do so and so, why, the Legislature 
will not do this and that; and we are ac- 
cordingly advised to desist from domg our 
duty ina certain instance because our per- 
sistence will deter the Legislature from 
doing its duty in a certain other in- 
stance. 

For example, a kind counselor writes to 
tell us that we are dojng the opposition to 
the Cincinnati railroad bill serious injury 
by urging a change of our rules of evidence 
in respect to the testimony of negroes, and 
he advises us to abandon the latter tor the 
sake of defeating the former, Again, we 
are admonished that our candid criticism 
ot the acts of the Legislature is calculated 
to weaken our influence with that august 
body, and it is hinted that, if we want our 
sugyesuons beeded»we must puif the mem- 
bers freely and hold back any comments 
that may be construed by the public into 
a surmise that the wisdom and virtue ot 
the ancients and the moderns do not rise 
to heaven in a perpendicular line, which 
ascends like JACK’s bean -stalk above the 
root ot the State House at Franktort. 

It is very good of our friends to dedicate 
themselves thus earnestly to our service. 
But they misconceive the case somewhat. 
In point of tact, they have it upside down. 

We beg them to believe, therefore, that 
we have nothing toask of the Legislature 
as a favor to ourselves. We do not advo- 
cate the revision of our rules of evidence 
because of any direct interest of ours, and 
we should hardly regard the passage of the 
Cincipnati project as a persona) affront.

It isour business to 
turnish information and to represent the 
needs and wishes of great masses of citi-- 
zeng. If both of us do our duty we shall 
not néed to be sensitive as to our mutual 
opinions. If we don’t do our duty we 
shall have to take the consequences. That 
is all. 

The Court of Appeals.
